coroner's verdict yesterday at an in- 
quest over eight of the bodies, declaring 
the slain negroes met death at the handb 
of Clyde Manning, a negro employed 
ay Williams and naming Williams as 
an accessory. Judge Park of the Ocmul- 
?ee circuit court was awaiting orders 
'rom the governor today to call a special 
:erm of the Jasper 
county 
superior 
court and bring the two men before a 
grand jury. 


Manning, who led the authorities to 


where the bodies were recovered de- 
clared in a confession that the eleven 
legroes, five of whose bodies were 
found buried on the Williams plantation 
Saturday and three previously in the 
Alcovy river were slain, five at his own 
land with an ax, in order to prevent 
them from testifying in peonage charges 
against Williams.

developed 
projects 
for 


landling grain already have been work- 
ed out and are now being presented to 
'armers. It adopted, they will go into 
effect this summer. 
Efforts are being 
made to unite the two farm groiips 
concerned on a single system. 
T.he final rat^fciation meeting for 


,he broader scope of the plans, which 
ncludes the handling of all gram, is 
set for April 6, here. The other or- 
fanization, which concerns itself only, 
s already signing up members. 


On April 7, the first working mtet- 


ng of a national livestock committee 
vill be held here. Its object is to de- 
elop a national livestock marketing 


plan. 
Coincidentally with these two meet- 


ngs, fruit growers of the country will 
lold a conference in Chicago, at which 
consideratmg will be given the possi 
jility of national cooperative effort. 
The national plans for marketing of 


wheat and livestock are the culmination 
bf much local and sectional cooperative 
enterprise already established by farm- 
ers.The prime movers in the plans men- 
tioned are the American Farm Bureau 
Federation and the Wheat Growers' 
Association of America. 
Both organ- 


zations are developments of the last 
'ew years. 
The "wheat strike" of last year first 


attracted attention to the Wheat Grow- 
ers' Association, which has its head- 
quarters at Wichita, Kan. 
With the 
assistance of Aaron Saprio, a California 
marketing expert, it has worked out a 
system and is pushing a contract cam 
>aign in the wheat raising states. In 
iansas effort is being made to sign up 
0,000,000 bushels, or about half ihe 
crop, in a wheat pool. 
The general 
grain 
and 
livestock 


marketing pians are those in which 
"he American Farm Bureau Federation 
has taken the lead. The federation was 
jermanently organized only a year ago, 
m the foundation of the county farm 
jureaus, already long established. 


The grain marketing plan, which has 


he federations support aoid is to be 
presented to farmers in the various 
states between now and April 6, Is iho 
jutcome of six months' work. It was 
Irawn up by farmers and other experts 
mder a committee of 17 with C. H. 
ustafson, of Lincoln, Neb., chairman. 


As head of a big cooperative organiza- 
ion of farmers in Nebraska, Mr. Gust- 
a.fson had already made a success in this 
'ield. 
The livestock committee appointed by 
he American Farm Bureau Federation 
to devise a national livstock marketing 
plan starts with the same aim as the 
federation's grain committee, but as 
it was created later it is just getting 
into its labors at the present time. This 
is called the "Committee of Fifteen." 
While the two grain plans differ in 


detail and elasticity, each calls f«y a 
national sales agency. 
Whether the 


livestock committee will similarly ad 
vise a national livestock commission 
sales company is one of the questions 
before H. Mr Gustafson is also chair- 
man of this committee and H. W. Mum- 
ford, of the Illinois Agriculture As- 
sociation i* secretary. 
Dr. Mum ford 


reports there are 5000 cooperative live- 
stock commission companies 
in the 


country.

MUST PAY TAX ON 
INCREASED VALUE 
OF CAPITAL STOCK 


Supreme Court Gives De- 


cision On Several Tax 


Questions. 


Increase In Value of Corp- 


orate Bonds Also Is 


Taxable. 


Washington, March 28.—Increase of 


value of a capital investment is taxa- 
ble as income under the revenue act 
of 1916, the supreme court today held. 


The court ruled that the transaction 
showing an actual loss could not be 
taxed since there was no "gain" de- 


The court's decision was given in the 
apepal of David M. Goodrich, from a 
ruling of the internal revenue bureau 
assessing 
him up on 
the increased 


value of stocks purchased prior to 1913 
Action of the revenue officials was at" 
firmed by the supreme court in the 
transaction showing a gain. 


Profits realized from the sale of as 
sets of a trust fund are taxable under 
income and excess profits law, the su 
preme court held today. 


The decision of the court, directly af- 
fects several cases now in litigation 
and indirectly 
affects 
thousands of 
trust funds. 
It was given in the ap- 
epla brought by the Mercahnt's Loan 
and Trus>t company as 
trustees 
of 
the estate of Arthur Ryerson, a citizen 
of Illinois. 


Increase in the value of corporate 
bonds, originally acquired and held for 
investment, is taxable under the rev- 
enue act of 1916, the supreme court 
also ruled today. 


The supreme court reversed the de- 


cision of federal court of Connecticut 
which held against the government on 
the question of whether an income tax 
could be levied against an increase in 
the value of securities purchased and 
held as an investment, but ruled that 
the tak could only be imposed on the 
actual gain. 


Thousands of cases of income assess- 
ments come within this decision of the 
court, upon which depends the rtteces- 
sity of the government refunding mill- 
ions of dollars in taxes.

GERMANS WANT 


AMERICAN QUIET 


After Unsuccessful Effort 


to Combat Police, Com- 
munists Speak Longingly 
of Quiet in United States. 


Oberroeblingen, Prussian Saxony, Sat- 


urday, March 26 —Reports that the 
Communist forces which have been 
lighting in. Eisleben against the secur- 
ity police for three days had been driven 
out of that ctiy were brought here last 
night by men. breathless from running 
the 12 miles which lie between Eisleben 
and this little Saxon village. 
They 


said that the Communists were retreat- 
ng across the fields, for the most part, 
n good order, but some had thrown 
away their guns and others had been 
taken prisoners. 


The tidings were received without 


emotion by men and boys who stood, 
rifles in hand, ready to report for duty 
to tho commander of the Communists, 
n a few minutes, however, these men 
and boys began to struggle away, ap- 
parently to join their Communist com- 
rades in another stand against the po- 
ice. 


One of the refugees from Eisleben 


said to the correspondent last evening: 


"You have this sort of fighting in 


America have you? 
Things must go 
)etter there." He said that women who 
lad been camped in the outskirts of 
3isleben day and night since fighting 
began, they entered the city, immedi- 
ately after rifle firing ceased. 


"They would have gone earlier," he 


added, "but the workmen would not 
permit them to go in. The women do 
not have much interest in the world 
revolution. To them the fight at Eisle- 
>en was just a row between workmen 
and the 'green police.' " 


Members of the Communist forces 


which were in virtual control of Eisle- 
>en permitted the correspondent to en- 
ter that dity yesterday between bursts 
of firing, but they were unwilling to 
escort him bask, saying that the only 
conveyances available were in the hands 
of the police and that capture was prob- 
able. The correspondent however, suc- 
ceeded in securing an automobile and 
eft the town, but as bullets began 
striking the road around the machine, 
the chauffeur fled, and the correspon- 
dent walked as far as-Oberroeblingen. 


After this experiences in Eisleben and 


scenes of bloodshed and violence, the 
correspondent found this little village 
jarticularty peaceful. In spite of the 
fact that heavy fighting was going on, 
only a few miles away church bells 
were ringing here last evening, women 
were praying in the churches and chil- 
dren were laughing and playing about 
he streets. 


All communication between this town 


and Eisleben has been cut off, and au- 
omobiles. cannot be secured to go to 
Steleben unless the full price of the 
machine engaged is deposited. As a con- 
sequence of this interruption of traffic, 
here is a food shortage here.

CARDINAL'S BODY 


IS IfUATHEDR AL 


Rests Upon 
Catafaulque 


Erected In Front of Chan 
eel—Mass For Children 
Is Celebrated This Morn- 
ing. 


Baltimore, Md., March 28.—The body 


Of Cardinal Gibbons was 
borne this 


morning from the bed chamber in which 
he died last Thursday, to the Cathedra 
where it will lie in state \intil Thurs 
day, the day of the funeral. The cere 
mony of removal was simple. Headed 
by an acolyte bearing a cross, the mem 
bers of the cathedral staff of priests 
carried the body through the coverei 
passageway connecting the 
residence 


with the church. Behind marched eigh 
chanting seminarians. 


Arrayed in the mass vestments of an 
archbishop, the body rests upon a cata 
falque. erected at the head of the Cen 
ter -aisle immediately in front of the 
chancel. The chancel, within and with 
out, is draped in purple' and black. 


Day and night until the hour of the 


funeral guards of 12 men selected from 
the definite Catholic laymen's societies 
will stand beside the bier and each day 
from early morning until late at night 
a ' guard of prayer" from the Daugh- 
ters of Jsabela will kneel in the pews 
offering prayers for the repose of the 
soul of the honored prelate. 
The six 


front pews had to be removed to make 
space for the bier and for the procession 
which will be passing it continuously 
from 11 a.m. to 11 p m today, tomorrow 
and Wednesday, the time the public 
will be invited to view the body. 


The first ceremony of the funeral 
was a requiem high mass this morning 
for children, celebrated by the Rev. 
Louis R, Stickney, rector of the cathe- 
dral, assisted by priests of the late car- 
dinal's household.

Railroads Having Agree* 
ments With Employes. 


Chicago,

28.—The

States railroad labor board today dis- 
missed appeals for increased wages 
filed with it last fall by 15 railway labor 
unions against 
the "67 short libes" 


throughout the country. 


Short lines who accepted, fo* their 


men the terms of the $600,000,000 Wage 
award of last July will not be privi- 
leged to go back to the old seal* under 
today's action, however, the announce- 
ment of the board saying: 


"This decision shall not be considered 


as affecting any wage increase now in 
effect nor any agreement regarding 
wages between any of the carriers -and 
their, employes." 


The board decision affects approxi- 


mately 40,000 employes. The railroad* 
involved are in general remote tram 
large cities and provide service for 
small communities located in nearly 
every state. 
Because of the Varying 
linds of work performed by the em- 
jloyes, the board declared it found it 
'impracticable to decide on tha evidence 
submitted what are reasonable wages 
tor varying work under indinitly vary- 
ng conditions of employes. 


Among the railroads included in the 
decision, was the Akron Canton and 
Youngstown railway; 
Dayton, Toledo 
and Chicago railway; Middletown and 
Jmon railroad.

Four months later, March, 19^0, the 


tapper's notes revealed his almost 
helpless plight—helplessly confined to 
his bed. Realizing his predicament. 
he had stored all his supplies \\ithhi 
reach. 


The final chapter told of his innbilit 


it? to get out of bed to keep the fires 
going, the exhaustion of his water 
supply, and his slow death. 


S. P. McClenaghan, one of the trap- 


pers who found Itinehurt's bod>. said 
the diary showed the doomed man 
had scorned suicide, and to tuaUe sure 
he would keep his resohe not to end 
Itis life he had broken the mechanism 
of his revolvers and ritles. His notes 
expressed hopes thac someone would 
come to his rescue. 


A letter the dead trapper had writ- 


ten to a relatne, Waldo Kine'urt of 
Shawano, \Vis., also v.as found in the 
cabin.

HAD TOUCH OF COMIC OPERA 


Chinese Armlet Stopped Fighting to 


Let United State* Vetael Pan 


Down the River. 


Ensign William H. Galbraith, navi- 


gating officer of the United States de- 
stroyer Hart, attached to the United 
States Asiatic squadron In Chinese wa- 
ters, In a letter tells of the intensified 
work placed on the hands of the \es- 
sets of the squadron in the Far East 
by the operations of the Chinese civil 
war now in progress between the Pe- 
kingese aod the Cantonese sections of 
the nation. When armies representing 
these hostile sections approach cities 
in which American citizens are in busi- 
ness there is much excitement on the 
part of the Americans and they call 
urgently for the protection of the fleet, 
sajs the Columbus Dispatch. 


Recently the Hart received a radio- 


gram call from an officer of a United 
States merchant vessel, stating that his 
vessel 50 miles up one of the Chinese 
rivers was being detained. The captain 
was anxious to put to sea, and would 
the Hart see that it was permitted to 
depart? The Hart got on the job at 
once and found when the scepne was 
reached that there was no govern- 
mental authority holding the United 
States ship up, but the Cantonese 
army was drawn up on one side of the 
river and the Pekingese on the other 
and a battle was in progress, with the 
river, through which the United States 
ship must pass, between them. Natu- 
rally the captain did not fancy risking 
the shots that were passing across the 
channel. The respective commanders 
kindly suspended the fighting until the 
merchant \essel had parsed. 


SUCCESS SLOW 
IN COMING 


Discoverer of Vulcanized Rubber Waa 


at One Time Compelled to Beg 


Money for Bread. 


Charles Goodyear, who became a 


millionaire and \\as the inventor of \u!- 
camzed rubber as well as many other 
forms of the tree sap products, at one 
time was forced to beg for 55 to ke"p 
him from starving. In 1S34 he disco\- 
ered that rubber could be •vulcanized. 
It was an accident. He attempted to 
remove some bronze dust from a bit of 
rubber cloth, and after trying several 
chemicals tried aqua fortis, a chem- 
ical largely composed of sulphuric acid. 
It failed also, and he threw the cloth 
away. A few days later he picked it 
up by chance, and noted the spot 
rubbed by the aqua fortis had hard- 
ened and would stand a degree of heat 
that would have melted it In its former 
state. 


He applied his discovery, and soon 


was wearing rubber shoes, coats, hats 
and other garments, and had a small 
fortune by the right of his discovery. 
But a year passed, and his goods were 
discredited and returned, rotting and 
broken. He was ruined. He started 
in again to discover a method that 
would vulcanize the rubber, and for 
ten years he kept at it, his life a long 
misery of hunger and cold and crush- 
ing poverty. His success came sudden- 
ly and soon he was rich beyond his 
wildest dreams. 


Wonderful Poison Gases. 


Canned, solidified, poison gas, which 


is claimed to be absolutely foolproof 
and mobile, has been perfected for use 
by the American soldier, according to 
Popular Mechanics Magazine. 
That 


two studies—defensive and offensive 
gas research—go hand In hand al- 
ready has been demonstrated, for, in 
addition to the development of new 
forms of gas, army experts at the 
Edgewood (Md.) arsenal, have had to 
improve the gas masks to make them 
effective against some of the new 
gases brought into existence there. In 
technical military progress, every new 
weapon means a call upon the armorer 
for a new defense. As a result, this 
country today has not only gases 
which surpass anything used during 
the World war, but a mask which, In 
recent te*ts was worn 24 hours a day 
for a week, except at mealtime, with- 
out any discomfort whatever. Breath- 
ing was normal, speaking was simple, 
and it kept out all the gases thus far 
known. 


Women Smokers "Under Cover." 
The mystery of where women cig- 


arette smokers obtain their supply is 
solved, in part at least, by an up- 
town druggist, who was asked why 
nearly all such stores keep their to- 
bacco stands in Inconspicuous places, 
says the Xew York Sun. He said the 
reason for doing so is because 
the 


druggists cater to women smokers, and 
this class is rather timid about pur- 
chasing in the open. The women, it 
seems prefer to glide back to some out- 
of-the-way corner, where nobody will 
see them.

work of a chamber of 


commerce. 


There 
needs to be in a comunity 


some asociation whose work it is to 
harmonize 
conflicting 
interests, and 


plan programs of co-operative action 
Cities that have no such organization 
are torn with factions, and the lack 
of general 
co operation 
keeps 
them 


stationary. 


~* The wortoT needs that kind of asso 
elation. 
It should not undertake to 


govern its 
members. 
Its 
function 


should be to harmonize differences and 
to plan methods of co-operation. Like 
a board of trade, it needs to have regu 
lar meetings, and to have established 
bureaus that shall carry on continuous
